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INTRODUCTION.

Having  in  my  botanical  rambles  frequently  found  the  want  of  a  book 
of  reference  to  determine  some  doubtful  point,  I  have  endeavoured 
in  the  following  pages,  to  compress  into  the  smallest  compass  such 
information,  as  will  enable  any  one  tolerably  conversant  with  British 
flowering  plants,  to  determine  their  species  and  varieties. 

I  venture  to  hope  that  my  little  book  will  prove  useful  where  a 
larger  book  would  be  an  incumbrance,  by  affording  information 
to  the  tyro,  and  also  by  refreshing  the  memory  of  the  more 
advanced  botanist,  who,  by  examining  on  the  spot  any  doubtful 
plant,  may  be  saved  the  trouble  of  carrying  home  specimens  of. 
little  value.  It  is  not  intended  as  a  book  for  the  study,  nor  as  a 
rival  to  the  many  excellent  and  complete  manuals  of  our  leading 
botanists  ;  but  I  trust  it  will  be  accepted  for  what  it  is,  viz.,  “  A 
Botanist’s  Pocket  Book.” 

Although  the  book  is  chiefly  intended  for  the  more  advanced 
botanist,  a  list  of  the  characteristic  features  of  the  different  orders 
has  been  added  for  the  benefit  of  the  beginner.  I  have  not 
attempted  to  tabulate  them,  but  only  to  give  a  short  description 
of  the  general  appearance  of  the  plants,  their  habit  of  growth,  the 
usual  characteristics  of  their  flowers,  and  the  marks  by  which  they 
may  most  generally  be  distinguished  from  those  of  other  orders. 

I  have  tabulated  the  Genera  for  the  use  of  beginners,  and  have 
therefore  used  the  more  prominent  parts  of  the  plants,  such  as  the 
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leaves,  petals,  &c.,  and  omitted,  except  where  absolutely  necessary, 
the  more  intricate  differences  of  the  fruit,  &c. 

In  describing  the  individual  plants,  I  have  used  as  many  abbre¬ 
viations  as  could  satisfactorily  be  made,  and  I  believe  they  are  such 
as  the  reader  will  quickly  become  acquainted  with. 

In  the  first  column  of  the  left-hand  page  I  have  given  the 
scientific  name  of  each  plant,  with  its  varieties.  These  I  have 
adopted  from  the  “  London  Catalogue,”  and,  with  few  exceptions, 
I  have  arranged  them  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  there 
classified.  Several  varieties  there  mentioned  I  have  omitted, 
because  on  reference  to  our  leading  Floras,  I  have  either  failed 
to  find  them  described,  or  their  differences  are  so  small  as  not  to 
warrant  their  insertion. 

In  the  next  column  will  be  found  the  English  names— next  their 
place  of  growth,  colour,  general  height,  duration,  and  time  of 
flowering.  In  the  English  names  I  have  followed  those  given  in 
“  Hooker  and  Arnott’s  Flora.” 

The  colour  I  have  given  is  that  of  the  general  or  prevailing 
colour  of  the  corolla.  The  height  and  time  of  flowering  naturally 
vary  with  the  soil,  situation,  and  climate. 

On  the  right-hand  page  will  be  found  the  characters  which  dis¬ 
tinguish  the  species  and  varieties  from  their  type.  In  some  cases 
I  have  divided  the  species  into  sub-species,  which  may  be  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  prefixes  a ,  b ,  &c.  These  again  are  sometimes  divided 
into  varieties. 

The  varieties  of  several  plants  I  have  vainly  endeavoured  to 
compress  into  such  limits  as  are  consistent  with  the  character  of 
the  book.  These  belong  to  the  Genera  Rubus,  Rosa,  Hieracium, 
and  Salix.  They  are  a  study  of  themselves,  and  the  tyro  must  not 
expect  to  name  his  specimens  by  a  cursory  examination,  but  must 
diligently  study  them  by  the  aid  of  such  books  as  have  treated  of 
them  more  fully. 

I  would  refer  the  student  of  the  Rubi  to  Professor  Babington’s 

British  Rubi.”  The  Genus  Rosa  has  been  ably  systematized  by 
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Mr.  J.  G.  Baker  in  the  “  Linnaean  Journal,”  xi.  197.  Mr.  Back¬ 
house’s  “Monograph  of  British  Hieracia”  may  be  advantageously 
consulted  ;  and  to  the  Salices,  Symes’  “  English  Botany  ”  will  be  a 
safe  guide. 

I  have  added  a  short  list  of  plants  found  in  several  parts  of 
the  kingdom,  which  have  no  claim  to  be  indigenous,  or  even  as 
yet  to  be  naturalized.  They  are  in  most  cases  escapes  from 
gardens,  or  have  been  introduced  in  seed  or  ballast. 

I  trust  that  my  little  book  will  supply  a  want  which  the  various 
Floras  already  published  do  not  provide  for,  and  that  the  botanist 
reserving  deeper  study  for  his  library  may,  when  in  the  held  or 
on  the  mountain,  find  it  a  useful  and  portable  companion.

SYNOPSIS  OF  THE  NATURAL  ORDERS. 


Class  I— Dicotyledons. 

Plants  with  leaves  usually  with  netted  veins — Parts  of  the  corolla  4-5  or  their  multiples. 

DIV.  I  —PLANTS  WITH  BOTH  CALYX  AND  COROLLA. 

*  POLYPETAL/E. — Corolla  of  free,  separate  petals. 

A.  Stamens  hypogynous. 

1.  RANUNCULACE^E. — Sta.  12  or  more— Pet.  5  or  more — Sep.  mostly  5,  distinct — 
Fr.  of  many  distinct  carpels,  or  one-seeded  achenes — Herbs  mostly  with  alt.  leaves  and 
regular fls. 

2.  BERBERIDACE^E. — Sta.  6 — Pet.  and  sep.  6 — Fruit  a  berry — A  shrub  with  3 
vartite  spines,  alt.  leaves,  and penduloiis  fowers. 

3.  NYMPHjEACE^E. — Sta.  many,  gradually  passing  into  petals,  and  these  into 
sepals — Ovary  many  celled,  many  seeded — Aquatic  plants  with  floating  leaves  and 
sol.  fls . 

4.  PAPAVERACEiE. — Sta.  indefinite — Pet.  4 — Sep.  2,  deciduous — Ovary  1  celled 
>vith  membraneous  divisions — Herbs  with  milky  juice,  alternate,  exstipulate  leaves  and 
regular flowers,  usually  nodding  in  bud. 

5.  FUMARIACEAL — Sta.  6  in  two  bundles — Pet  4  irregular — Sep.  o.  or  2,  deciduous 
—Ovary  1  celled — Herbs  with  usually  much  divided  exstipidate  leaves,  and  racemed 
irregular  flowers  { usually  purplish 1). 

6.  CRUCIFER2E. — Sta.  6  ^4  long  and  2  short) — Pet.  4,  cruciate — Sep.  4 — Ovary  1-2 
relied — Fruit  a  pouch  or  pod — Herbs  with  alternate,  exstipulate  leaves,  and  racemed, 
regular  fls.  {usually  yellow  or  white). 

7.  RESEDACEiE. — Sta  many  (10-24) — Pet.  4-7  irregular — Sep.  4-5  persistent — Ovary 
;  lobed,  1  celled — Herbs  {rarely  shrubs)  with  alternate,  exstipulate  leaves  and  spiked, 
irregular,  greenish  flowers. 

8.  CISTACEiE. — Sta.  many — Pet.  3,  twisted  in  bud — Sep.  5,  2  outer  smaller— Ovary 
j  partite,  1  celled — Herbs  or  low  shrubs  with  entire,  opposite  leaves  and  mostly  racemed, 
'egular flowers  {usually  yellow). 

9.  VIOLACEiE. — Sta.  5 — Pet.  5  unequal,  lower  spurred — Sep.  5,  persistent — Ovary  3 
rartite,  1  celled — Small  herbs  with  alternate,  stipuled  leaves  and  axillary,  irregular 

lowers. 

10.  DROSERACE^E. — Sta.  5  or  10 — Pet.  5 — Sep.  5  imbricate — Ovary  1  celled — Low 
narsh  herbs  with  {generally)  radical,  glandzdar  leaves  and  cymose,  regular  flowers 
whitish), 

11.  POLYGALACEiE. — Sta.  8,  in  2  bundles — Pet.  3-5  unequal — Sep.  5  inner  petaloid 
—Capsule  2  celled — Herbs  zvith  alternate,  exstipulate ,  simple  leaves  and  racemose, 
rregular flowers. 
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12.  FRANKENIACEAL— Sta.  4-6— Pet.  4-6,  clawed— Sep.  4-6,  combined  into  a  tube 
at  base — Ovary  1  celled,  2-4  valved — A  low  branched  herb  with  opposite,  exstipulate 
leaves  and  small,  axillary,  red Jlowers. 

13.  ELATINACE2E.—  Sta.,  pet.,  and  sep.  2-5— Capsule  3-5  valved— Small  aquatu. 
herbs  with  spathulate,  stipulate  leaves  and  minute,  axillary  Jlowers . 

14.  CARYOPHYLLACE^E. — Sta.  8-10—  Pet.  4-5— Sep.  4-5— Capsule  1  celled,  opening 
at  top  with  teeth — Herbs  mostly  with  jointed  stems ,  opposite  Is.,  and  regular  Jlowers 
{white  or  red). 

15.  LINAGES.— Sta.  4-5— Pet.  4-5,  twisted  in  bud,  clawed,  fugacious— Sep.  4-5 
persistent — Capsule  3-5  celled — Herbs  with  entire,  exstipulate  leaves  and  mostly  cymose, 
regular  Jlowers  [generally  blue). 

16.  MALVACEAE. — Sta.  many,  united  into  a  tube — Pet  5,  twisted  in  bud — Sep.  5 — 
Ovary  many  celled — Herbs  with  alternate,  stipuled  leaves  and  axillary  Jlowers  {red). 

17.  TILIACE.E. — Sta.  many — Pet.  and  sep.  4-5 — Ovary  2-10  celled — Trees  with 
alternate,  stipuled  leaves  and  cymose,  inconspicuous,  regular  Jlowers. 

18.  HYPERICACE^E. — Sta.  many,  united  in  bundles — Pet.  4-5,  twisted  in  bud — Sep. 
4-5,  with  glandular  dots — Capsule  3-5  celled — Shrubs  or  mostly  herbs  with  opposite , 
exstipulate ,  often  glandular,  dotted  leaves  and  mostly  cymose ,  regular  Jlowers  {yellow). 

19.  ACERACE^E. — Sta.  8,  inserted  on  disk — Pet.  4-9,  imbricate  in  bud — Sep.  4-9 — 
Fruit  a  Samara —  Trees  with  opposite  leaves  and  small,  green  regidar Jlowers. 

20.  GERANIACE/E. — Sta.  5-10 — Pet.  5  clawed — Sep.  5,  persistent — Carpels  5 

surrounding  a  long  beak — Herbs  with  stipuled,  lobed  leaves  and  handsome,  regular  Jls. 
{mostly  red).  1 

21.  BALSAMINACEiE. — Sta.  5 — Pet.  5,  irreg.,  united  in  pairs — Sep.  5  or  3  by 
abortion — Capsule  bursting  with  elastic  valves — Succulent  herbs  with  simple,  alternate 
leaves  and  axillary,  irregular  yellow  Jlowers. 

22.  OXALIDACE^E. — Sta.  10 — Pet  5,  cohering  at  base — Sep.  5 — Carpel  5  celled, 
many  seeded — Low  herbs  with  radical,  generally  trifoliate  leaves  and  axillary, 
regular Jlowers. 

b.  Stamens  peHgynous  or  epigynous. 

23.  CELASTRACE/E. — Sta.  4-5,  alternating  with  petals — Sep.  4-5 — Capsule  fleshy — 
Trees  or  shrubs  with  simple,  opposite  leaves  and  small,  regular  Jlowers  in  axillary 
cymes. 

24.  RHAMNACEiE. — Sta.  4-5,  opposite  the  petals — Sep.  4-5 — Ovary  superior,  3 
celled — Shrubs  with  simple  leaves  and  small,  greenish,  regiilar  jlowers. 

25.  LEGUMINOS^E. — Sta.  generally  10 — Pet.  5,  irregular,  papilionaceous — Sep.  4-5, 
combined — Fruit  a  pod — Ovary  superior — Herbs  or  shrubs  with  alternate,  stipuled. 
leaves,  mostly  ternate  or  pinnate,  sometimes  tendrilled,  and  irregtdar Jlowers. 

26.  ROSACE^E. — Sta.  indefinite — Pet.  5,  equal — Sep.  4—5 — Ovary  superior,  2  celled — 
Shrubs  or  herbs  with  stipuled,  alternate  leaves  and  showy  {mostly  red  or  yellow)  Jlowers. 

27.  ONAGRACEAL — Sta.  2-4  or  8 — Pet.  2-4,  twisted  in  bud — Sep.  2-4 — Ovary 
inferior,  1-4  celled,  many  seeded — Herbs  with  mostly  entire  leaves  and  regular,  showy 
flowers  {generally  red). 

28.  HALORAGIACE.E. — Sta.  1—2—4  or  8 — Pet.  generally  o — Sep.  2—4 — Ovary  in¬ 
ferior,  1-4  celled — Aquatic  herbs  with  whorled  leaves  and  minute  Jlowers. 

29.  LYTHRACE^E. — Sta.  as  many  or  twice  as  many  as  pet. — Pet.  3-6,  crumpled  in 
bud — Sep.  3-6 — Ovary  superior — Herbs  with  opposite  or  whorled,  entire  leaves  and 
ihowy,  regular  Jlowers. 

30.  TAMARISCACE/E. — Sta.  4  or  more— Pet.  4-5 — Sep.  4-5 — Shrub  with  minute 
scale-like  leaves  and  small,  regular  Jlowers  in  lateral  spikes. 
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31*.  CUCURBITACE.®. — Sta.  3 — Pet.  5 — Sep.  5— cleft — Ovary  inferior — Fr.  fleshy — 
A  climbing  herb ,  with  tendrilled  leaves,  and  flowers  in  axillary  racemes. 

32.  PORTULAOACEdL — Sta.  3-5 — Pet.  5 — Sep.  2 — Ovary  superior,  1  celled — A  low 
succulent  herb,  with  opposite  leaves  and  sfnall flowers. 

33.  ILLECEBRACEdL — Sta.  1—5 — Pet.  4-5,  or  o.  in  Gen.  I. — Sep.  4-5— Ovary 
superior — S?nall  branching  herbs,  with  entire  sessile  leaves  and  small  flowers. 

34.  SCLERANTHACEdE. — Sta.  1-10 — Pet  o. — Cal.  4-P5  lobed — Ovary  superior — 
Small,  low,  tufted  herbs,  with  opposite,  connate  leaves,  and  small,  green,  axillary 
flowers. 

35.  GROSSULARIACE.dE. — Sta.  4-5,  alternate  with  pet. — Sep.  4-5 — Ovary  inferior — 
Fruit  a  pulpy  berry — Shrubs  with  lobed  leaves  and  small  greenish  flowers. 

36.  CRASSULACEdE. — Sta.  3-20,  inserted  on  base  of  sep. — Pet.  and  sep.  4-12 — 
Ovaries  superior,  as  many  as  pet. — Mostly  low,  succulent  herbs,  with  small,  starry, 
regular flowers. 

37.  SAXIFRAGACEdE. — Sta.  5-10 — Pet.  4-5 — Sep.  4-5 — Ovary  superior — Herbs 
{mostly  mountainous )  with  various  leaves  and  regular  flowers. 

38.  ARALIACEdE. — Sta.  5 — Pet.  5 — Cal.  3-5  cleft — Ovary  inferior — Fruit  a  berry — 
A  low  herb  and  a  climbing  shrub,  with  green  flowers. 

39.  CORNACEdE. — Sta.  4-3 — Pet  4-5 — Cal.  0.  or  5  cleft — Ovary  inferior — Herbs  or 
shrubs,  with  opposite  leaves  and  small  flowers. 

40.  UMBELLIFERdE. — Sta.  5 — Pet.  5 — Sep.  5  or  o. —  Ovary  inferior — Fruit  of  2 
adhering  carpels — Herbs  with  mostly  compound  leaves,  and  small ,  white,  umbelled 
flowers. 

41.  LORANTHACEdE. — Sta.  4 — Pet.  4 — Sep.  o. — Ovary  inferior — Fruit  a  pulpy 
berry — A  parasitic  shrub,  with  entire  fleshy  leaves  and  inconspicuous  flowers. 

Plants  with  petals  apparently  more  or  less  united  at  base  occur  in  Ord.  v. ,  Ord.  xi., 
Ord.  xxx.,  Ord.  xxxi.,  Ord.  xxxii.,  and  Ord.  xxxvi.  {Gen.  Cotyledon).

42.  CAPRIFOLIACEdE. — Sta.  4-5,  alternate  with  lobes  of  cor. — Cal.  5  cleft — Fruit  a 
berry — Mostly  shrubs,  with  opposite  leaves  and  showy  {sometimes  irregular)  flowers. 

43.  RUBIACEdE. — Sta.  3-5,  alternate  with  lobes  of  cor. — Cal.  4-5  cleft — Carpels  2 
celled — Herbs  with  whorled  {sometimes prickly )  leaves  and  small,  regular flowers.
